“True marriage is ‘the basis of the 
home; and no community-can prosper 
‘without good, permanent homes; there- 
fore the contract should bə formulated, 
agreed upon and recorded.” 


And yet in afew lines before thishe 
admits the contracts are not, and cannot 
be, lived upto because the parties are 
unable to do so. I presume he will ad- 
mit the inability of the state to fulfil its 
part as well asthe other two, henceof 
what use isa contract that cannot be 
fulfilled? Mefurther says: 


“The candidates for marriage are, asa 
rule, not qualified for the conjugal rela- 
tion, nor for the duties of parentage.

Now, 1 confess that Dhave not so much 


faith in the importance of the mere cer- 
emony of marriage. Ihave not seen in 
my life that its existence or absence 
played any considerable part in the hap- 
piness and wise living of couples. I 
Have seen that the ‘‘free union” of two 
ignorant, narrow-minded people is as 
apt to be unhappy as though they were 
legally bound, and I have seen two 
broad-minded, iatelligent, high-natured 
people very happy together though mar- 
vied as tightly as church and’ state can 
do it. The ceremony itself is no- longer 
the unbreakable thing it once was. Men 
and women who are unhappy together 
nowadays very seldom stay together 
merely because of the legal tie between 
them. More oftemit is because of eco- 
nomic reasons or because of the children 
to whom both are equally attached. 
These causes under present economic 
systems would existif no one thought 
of a legal ceremony. No one w very 
tightly bound‘ at the present time by the 
marriage vites alone; people without 
ehildren and with independent means 
find ways to separate with very little 
trouble, when they really wish to doto.. 

The deeper questions of how to live 
our lives so as to bring out the best and 
brightest within ourselves; of how to 
@ijust our sexual relations seas to bring 
the greatest and most lasting happiness 
has not been touched: No one can 
write a story that will illustrate the hap- 
piness and wisdom of ‘‘free relations’” 
as yet, because no one has ever found it 
in actual experience. Fhe practical, 
life-long freeloversįF have met are not, 
by any means, samples of unalloyed 
happiness; E do not say why they 
usually have more trouble than almost 
anybody else in the world—it may be 
Because the pathway of every earnest 
reformer is rough and thorny.. But at 
least they have not shown us how to be 
lastingly and peacefully happy as yet, 
either by precept or example. 

To me the question of sex relations is 


lightly and’ easily solved by the aboli- 
tion of’ a few old words of a preacher or 
a magistrate, Mutual love is beautiful 
and sweety Dut ah! the dying of love is 
the saddest thing im life. Whether its 
death occurs in the bonds: of wedlock, 
er between two free people, it is equally 
ead. Itisso sad that it has led many 
sincere people to believe that the only 
road to- happiness is not to love any 
very deeply or lastingly,. but to flit from 
one to another carelessly and be ready 
to detach one’s self at a moment’s no- 
tice. Perhaps if all mankind lived this 
way, and did not strive-to make perma- 
nent homes with one another, they 
would be happier; but the type of per- 
manent and monogamistic lovers would 
have to die out or their sadness would 
blight the happiness of the others.

Lust is & 
stronger impulse than love; for no one 
who loves another will wrong the one 
loved. True marriage is the basis of the 
home; and no community can. prosper 
without good, permanent homes; there- 
fore the contract should be formulated, 
agreed upon and recorded. Every di- 
vorce disturbs, if not destroys, the home 
and the children are the chief sufferers. 
The candidates for marriage are, as a 
rule, not qualifi-d for the conjugal rela- 
ticn, nor for the duties of parentage. 
It is not the marriage that is at fault, it 
is those who marry. The same condi- 
tion exists here as in government. The 


laws in regard to marriage, necessary as 
some of them are, are necessary evils, 
The same may be said of all statute 
laws. Laws against crime do not affect 
honest men, nor restrain men from the 
commission of crime. You who live in 
Home need no laws to regulate your 
lives. But your status will not apply to 
the mass of mankind. While I applaud 
your moral courage and your resolution 
to live in accordance with your convic- 
tions, I fear your example will be but 
little heeded by the outside world.
